On January 7 , 1974, the Laurentian Dag Care Center 
opened its doors* The Center located in 3 portables 
beside Phys. Ed. building, which they rent for about 
$140.00 a month, opened up to service 25 children. It 
is now capable of servicing 40 children, both full and 
part-time, and the center was planning to expand to a 
forth portable and move up to 45 children. This would 
necessitate an increase in staff from 4 to 6 people/ 
but would wake the center eligible for Capital Grants, 
from the Provincial Government.

Incidents of vandalism on and around Student Street 
include broken exit signs, coining tiles being knocked 
out of place, cushions being stolen from the lounges 
and one of the large plate glass windows was broken,

■ But these plans are extremely tenous for as of now 
the center is in danger of making cutbacks or even 
closing. The center is suffering from a common ailment, 
lack of funds. Though the Provincial Government, under 
Bill 160, pays 80% of the costs, the center is having 
trouble collecting the other 20% from the region. It 
is the opinion of Lisa Toner, spokeswomen for the centre 
that the problem with the regional Council is one 
of misunderstanding of the basic needs of the community. 

The region is at this time considering the prospect 
of opening a new center at Shelly Heights. This center 
would cost the city $21,000 just to open. Lisa Toner, at 
the last regional council meeting, was quick to point 
out that it would be more advantageous to the city to fund 
the existing centers to enable them to remain open, 
than to go to all the added cost, and trouble of opening 
a new one. If the Shelly Heights center, which would 
provide space for 25 children, was built there would 
then be three centers within walking distance of each 
other. And the new center would be built at the expense 
of the east end of the city. Lisa was also quick to point 
out that not only the cast end would suffer. If the proposed 
Shelly Heights center was constructed, the subsequent 
drain on daycare funds might very well mean the closing 
of the other two new Sudbury centers. These being Ccader 
Park, and Cambrian day care centers/ which would be a loss 
of more than twice the spaces that will be available 
at Shelly Heights. 

Lisa Toner and the worried mothers were not the only 
ones with objections to the Shelly Heights center. The 
Provincial Government has not as of yet given 
the region the final go ahead on the Shelly Heights 
center. The facilities suggested are not really adequate 
and the Government is wore in favor 

of larger centers. Those which can service AS children or 
more, which is what Laurcntian could handle if thoy had the 
$500.00 thou asked for. 

As the regional council men tiny prog ros nod and Liua 

projfoncod hor /acM , it bocamo ircx-oaoingiy obvious, at 

least to one mother present, that the council "didn't 
have any idea as to what was going on." No presentation, 
or study has ever been completed on day care needs in 
the region. And no one had ever really introduced the 
facts and figures concerning the Shelly Heights project, 
and day care in general to the council. Evidently, 
according to another mother, realizing how little 
they knew Mr. Davies motioned for an adjournment, 
until such time as a study could be completed. Lisa 
Toner made one last attempt to receive funding by asking 
for interim funding until the study had been completed

The topic of Liquor licences for Cam- 
pus pubs was the burning issue at the 
latest meeting of the new Northern On- 
tario Community College Association 
(NOCCA). Delegates expressed strong 
concern that new liquor licence regula- 
tions, due to take effect on January 1st, 
will threaten the very existence of 
many college pubs across Ontario. 

The NOCCA, an informal association 
of Community College Councils, held its 
second meeting on Saturday, November 23, 
the Northern Collage Campus in Kirkland 
Lake. Laurcntian* s SGA, although not a 
member, was represented by Mark Mieto, 
one of our Social Convenors. 

The NOCCA has no constitution, no 
chairman and no fund commitments from 
its members. It's purpose is to bring 
together informally the various student 
associations to discuss issues affect- 
ing them and to promote co~operation . 

The subject of pub licencing was dealt 
with at great length. The new Ontario 
Government liquor law, which passed 
recently, was designed to eliminate the 
use by campus associations of daily 
special occasion liquor permits. Some 
Universities have had upwards of several 
hundred of these permits in a given 
year. 

Legislators wished to replace these 
permits with canteen licences, for 
which only the university administration 
could apply for. Therefore, campus pubs 
could not be student owned and would 
have to conform with thoLLBO's strict 
regulations (often at considerable cost). 

James MacKey, Chairman of the Liquor 
Licencing Board of Ontario, seems to be 
interpreting the new regulations in as 
strict a manner as possible. He refused 



at 





to issue licences to either Waterloo or 
Sir Wilfred Laurier Universities be- 
cause the agreements between the student 
associations and the administrations 
were not up to his standards. 

The student associations across the pro- 
vince have so far been kept in the dark 
about the exact effects of the new law. 
Speculation is that many Ontario College 
and University pubs will be forced to 
cl ose . 

The NOCCA agreed that each individual 
■ council put pressure on their NPP's to 

clarify the new regulations. It was also 
" felt that the Dill would best be post- 
poned until after the school year. 

A second topic discussed was the annual 
pilgrimage to Quebec City every February. 
The Quebec Carnival trip this year may 
be a joint effort of all the colleges in 
Northern Ontario. Peter Doyle is co- 
ordinating the Laurentian trip. Anyone 
interested in helping organize this 
year's trip please contact Peter (SGA 
office) . 

The Northern College campus in South 
Porcupine is hosting a Sportsarama this 
coming February 7th and 8th. It will be 
a whole weekend of sports activities. 
Sports convenors from all the colleges 
and pro-schools should contact John 
Zen tins (Northern College Student's 
Association) if they wish to enter 
teams* 

Student Awards appeals were also dis- 
cussed at the conference. Interest was 
expressed in thv setting up of a student 
run OSAP appeals committee. Appeal 
counselling is a function of the student 
awards officer, but with the recent de- 
clines in university funding, often the 
awards officer is forced to combine his 
office with other jobs, reducing his 
availability to students. If anyone 
is displeased with their appeal, please 
contact Mark Mieto {SGA office) for as- 
sistance in re-appeal . 

One other thing discussed was a method 
of evaluating student-run clubs for the 
purpose of funding. St. Clair College 
(Windsor) originated a system whore clubs 
were rated on the basis of size, interest, 
necessity, and demand.

This would enable the Laurentian center to continue full 
operation* This failing she left the meeting having won 
some gains in having the Shelly Heights center stopped 
at least until it was properly studied* It had boon 
handed to council poorly planned, inadequatly studied, 
and pushed, as one member of council brought up, through 
the back door* 

Having failed to secure funds, the L*U* daycare 
center remains $1 ,200 in debt and this debt will increase 
$500,00 a month until it receives funding* When 
questioned about the future of the center, Lisa was far 
from pessimistic* We'll go on as host as we can, she 
said* But as best we can, could mean the closing down 
of the center for a few months, and since there are 
8 full-time L*U* students using the center it could force 
them to either bring their children to class, or drop 
out. It could also mean severe cutbacks, Lisa Toner went 
on to explain* A reduction in the number of children 

accepted is possible, as is the accoptanca of only those 

who can afford to pay for the services provided* As 
most of the students use the service free of charge, this 
could also force students to bring their children to 
class or drop out* It could also mean as Lisa points 
out, the forcing of working mothers onto the welfare 
roles, and she sees this as a strange paradox* The 
$500*00 a month, the center nceds'is less than the sup- 
pliment paid to one mother on welfare in a month. The 
council views daijcarc as welfare, and to Lisa Toner it is 
the anthisis of welfare* The center allows mothers the 
chance to work, knowing their children arc being properly 
cared for, it also allows the students the same freedom*, 
Besides which the center employs four full-time workers 
who contribute financially to the region. As one concerned 
mother said, "as long as the regional council considers 
daycare as welfare, we will continue to have problems." 

It should be noted that other organizations could be 
asked for interim funding as another mother suggested 
after the meeting* And since there is a larger number 
of L.Um students using the daycare facili ties that there 
are students in some classes Laurentian is a prime target* 
Last year the center collected $1,200 from Laurentian. 
It came from various Pro* School, Arts and Sciences 
departments and the ESGA* This year, only $350.00, 
has been given, and this by Dr* Monahan, on behalf of the 
university* The ESGA has pledged monetary support, but 
no figures on their promised donation are yet available. 
It*s felt that if the schools and departments could renew 
past generosity then 13 L*V* students would not suffer, 
as suggested , due to councils misunderstanding of the 
needs of the city, and the basic principal of daycare.

"Disciplined minds arc 
required in government" 
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University of Guyana 

The University of Guyana was established by Ordcnance No. 6 of the 
legislature of British Guiana in April, 1963. The founding fathers 
of the institution, the then premier, Dr. C.B. Jagan and his Minister 
of Education, C.Y. Nienes were motivated by two considerations. 
Firstly, at the University of West Indies campuses, there were 
systematic attempts to purge the University of Leftist lecturers and 
students and careful attempts were made in choosing texts to be stu- 
died. Secondly, Guyanese who wished to go to the University of the 
West Indies (located in Jamaica) had to be economically independent 
since the financial cost was very high. Thus many brilliant hut 
economically dependent students were deprived of opportunities of 
higher education. 

The declined aims of the pioneers - the establishment of an autono- 
mous institution was emphasized in article 6 of the 1963 Ordinance- 
is still a part of the University statutes - which scates "No re- 
ligious, political, or social test shall be imposed or required of 
any person in order to entitle him to be a student or a member of the 
university, to occupy any position in or on the staff of the univer- 
sity." 

The autonomy of the university had been violated repeatedly over 
the lust years. In 1964, the right-wing Coalition Government's 
first job was to change the composition of the Board of Governors 
drastically. Professor fiogben, the first Vice-chancellor, wax forced 
to resign. Dr. Horace Davis of Harvard who was employed as Dean of the 
Faculty of Social Sciences and head of the Economics department* 
had his position cancelled and was demoted to the position of a mere 
tutor. This insult resulted in Dr. Davis's resignation. There was also 
Dr. Stuart 3owers who was fired for alleged 'immoral conduct m "

There were several silent victims. Brilliant academics were forced 
to take voluntary leave. All appointments of new lecturers were stopped; 

more highly qualified lecturers were dis- 
missed; admission regulations were changed 
to admit many unqualified members of the 
ruling party, and finally two attempts 
were made to kidnap an outstanding lectur- 
er, Dr. Clive Thomas, while another, Dr. 
Ramsanmy was shot at and seriously wound- 
ed in an attempt on his life in broad 
daylight. 

The Notional Students' Committee is 
now in tho forefront of the struggle 
at the university and its members are 
striving assiduously to promote and 
preserve the welfare, rights and freedom 
of the students. The organization is 
intensifying its struggle to obtain the 
following: - 

1) An end to political considerations 
in the appointment of staff and the ad- 
mission of students. 

2) The reconstruction of tho Board 
of Governors free from the control and 
domination by the ruling regime. 

3) Adequate student representation in 
all decision-making bodies of the univer- 
sity, 

4) The immediate reinstatement of all 

victimised lecturers. 

5) The recognition and enforcement of the 
principle of non-interference by the co- 
ercive forces in the university's af- 
fairs. 

6) The complete rejection of national 
service as a criteron for entry to the 
University of Guyana. 

The general riKtod among the students 
is that the ruling regime is attempting 
to turn the university into a counter- 
revolutionary centre. According to one 
student, if they succeed, the institu- 
tion "will be filled with A'nee benders, 
spineless men and women who would be 
unable to think. They want to restructure 
the University into a factory which will 
mass produce intellectual robots, hustlers 
in the great rat race for a place in the 
establishment . " 

Another student when asked about his feel- 
ings towards the manner in which the affairs 
of the university have been changed 
asked the question - "Can we the leaders 
of tomorrow, remain silent while a few 
amass wealth, while the many are starv- 
ing? He then answered his own question 
and said "We will muscle courage and re- 
sist, forcibly."

Co-editor Resigns 



Lambda co-editor Vivian Easton 
resigned Sunday, November 24* In 
an open letter to The Lambda staff 
she stated the reasons for her res- 
ignation. Her letter reads asfol- 

1 ows ; 

An open letter to the Lambda 

staff: 

After attempting to save what 
was left of this paper after 
last year I feel that the fol- 
lowing is justified and far from 
being subjective* 

This paper began the year well, 
plenty of staff-which is usual. 
However, as is usual the staff 
has depleatcd. Some have dir- 
ectly blamed my bluntness for 
this. I have repeatedly stat- 
ed that I will not baby anyone 
who is old enough to vote, drink 
sign loans and is legally res- 
ponsible, I do not believe in 
personality politiking and will 
not lower myself to it nor sub- 
ject the intellcgencc of others 
to such behaviour. 

As co-editor of this paper I 
share a responsibility, legal

spent* When budget cuts are to 
be made student services are the 
first to get the axe* With 
thinking of that nature, Laur- 
entian can't possibly provide 
for our needs, when in fact our 
needs should be the priority. 

This conduct presents itself 
in the application of the educ- 
ational system — our classes. 
Common are examples of a number 
of students doing well in 

course and then the course mark- 
ing is changed. Failure must al- 
ways be significant on universi- 
ties, students can't all do well. 
Don't blame your professors, it's 
not of their making but the qua- 
lity of the system. 

The whole educational process 
is one of preservation, constant- 
ly the framers of the universi- 
ties must maintain their author- 
ity.

ESGA reelects self???

At the last annual mooting of tho Extension student 
General Association (ESGA), Sunday November 24, the ex- 
ecutive in the presence of one interested extension stud- 
ent, re-elected themselves to another term of office. 
As the executive and only the executive re-elected 
itself without an adequate representation of the exten- 
sion student body, a number of serious questions arise 
in such an unique situation: the constitutional aspects 
of the procedures and the actual actions of the execut- 
ive to call and hold a election, in a democratic way. 

First, the latter in terms of communications was ex- 
tremely weak. Although 3400 copies of Resume , the of- 
ficial newsletter of the ESGA and the Extension Divis- 
ion (published jointly) were sent in the third week of 
October prior to the annual meeting in November. The 
actual wording of the communique is not sufficient to 
encourage participation. Within the communication 
there is no mention of words "election" , "nominations" 
or any other clue to the nature of the annual meeting* 
The subtlety of the use of "General Meeting" and not 
"Annual Meeting" along with the list of the "Present 
Executive" is in minds enough information for persons 
to know that elections will be held. However, the 
attendace of less than three new people to the "gen- 
eral meeting" outside of the executive is not a re- 
sounding mandate to continue on a course of re-election. 
The apathetic response to the Ass'n meeting should be 
addressed to the 'psychological barrier* imposed by the 
communication channel (s) selected or lack of selection. 
The Resume channel is not the only means of communic- 
ation open. Ads in the Sudbury Star have been used in 
previous years, but not this year. A campaign of dir- 
ect confrontation is needed, right in the extension 
classrooms— a devise more adept in mobilizing student 
participation in even the most fundamental operations 
of the association. The next logical question is "But 

who will do it." 

The ESGA's executive responsibilities to themselves 

and to the students they represent can be summarized as 
follows: to organize students against unfavourable 
administration and government decisions* the develop- 
ment and support of interrelationships between the Ass'n 
& the university infrastructures; the Ass'n & other 
related groups on campus & in the community; a vehicle 
for social events; and implicit within the context of 
association, is regeneration of itself (the continuity 
factor). It seems the executive is capable of doing all 
functions, except that the last one is not clearly demo- 
cratic within the reference of the constitution. 



In researching the constitutional aspects a number of 
problems arose in gathering subsequent changes to the 
constitution from the one labelled "effective July 1, 
1974" . According to one executive member the changes to 
the constitution were minor to accommodate for a fall 
election instead of the summer election. Lack of access 
should not negate the following criticisms and arguments 
if extension students and the ESGA executive are only 
willing to participate in a possible balancing of consti- 
tutional powers — was this a proper election. 

Briefly the constitution (effective 1970) calls for: 
roughly two months before the elections, the "Executive 
Committee shall appoint. ..a nominating committee consist- 
ing of five active members .. .not more than one shall be 
currently serving on the Executive Committee"/ "Nomin- 
ating Committee shall advertise the vacant posts...", 
a closing date for nominations is also specified; "nom- 
inations to be valid must Be signed by five members of 
the association and the nominee must agree in writing to 
stand for election" ; "list of nominees for all posts must 
be distributed to the membership not less than five cal- 
endar days prior to the election." This writer docs not 
recall any opening of nominations or posting of nominees, 
so either the procedure was discontinued or possibly com- 
pletely short-circuited . Complying with the constitution 
procedures is a serious under taking by the member of the 
executive, regardless to their intentions and esteemed 
service. To not follow the constitutional guidelines is 
to grossly exceed their constitutional powers and shake 
the confidence in the Ass'n. Student apathy to attending 
meetings is not an excuse for such a performance. 

Of course, "Now is the time for all good men/ (Women) to 
come to the aid of their party." As a student each 
should question the re-election. A number of devices are 
open to those "true & brave" individuals. The constitution 
,1rticle It 5 MEETINGS subsection (c) states "Additional 
general meetings may be called at the discretion of the 
Executive Committee or by petition in writing of ten memb- 
ers of the general membership." Under the same Article, 
subsection (d) S (e) are also pertinent. "The agenda for 
all general meetings must be circulated to the membership 
at least ten calendar days prior to the meeting" and "All 
resolutions passed at general meetings by a two-third (2 
(2/3) majority vote of those present shall be binding on 
the Association and the Executive Committee." 

As the Executive has rcpeatly said, "SUPPORT YOUR ESGA, 
THINGS CAN BE DONE, CHANGES CAN BE MADE". Status quo tac- 
tics by each individual member not attending subsequent 
meetings will have the consequence of having this re-elec- 
tion stand as is.

Motivation for writing this article 
was greatly enhanced this week, with 
an early morning walk to class - 
before the maintenance crew got to 
work on re-beautifying our campus. 
My stroll lasted about five minutes - 
from UC to the Science Buildings and 
during that time I was continuously 
bombarded (not literally) with dis~ 
carded material ie: litter. I was 
amazed at the quantity of cans, 
bottles and assorted scraps of paper 
strewn along the side of the walk. 
Immediately, I decided to research 
the problem of litter on campus and to 
see if it is a problem. 

After several bureaucratic inquiries, 
I was directed to Mr. D. Prosser, 
Grounds Supervisor, who enlightened 
the topic greatly. To begin with, litter 
is a problem on campus. On the average, 
depending on other jobs to be done, 
one man (8 man hours) a day, 5 days 
a week at $3*60 per hour, is on duty, 
solely to collect litter. In October 
alone, 102 man hours were put in pick- 
ing up trash - a below average month. 
It is interesting to note that the clean 
up area does not include Thorncloe, 
Huntington nor V. of S. grounds. 
These three residences do their own 
"spic and span" work. 

"It's a headache, believe me," 
states Mr. Prosser. "There's no need 
for this. We put garbage containers out, 
but, they aren't being used. It's 
a hopeless case."

Sixty pounds buys one chair and with 
3 or 4 residence? participating, it 
doesn*t take that long to meet the 
quota.

HELP 




In July 1971, Time magazine reported 
on a group called HELP- Help Eliminate 
the Litter Problem- three young Nova 
Scotians who travelled across Canada 
trying to find rut how much litter 
there was alongside Canadian roads. 
The HELP team was supported by an 
Opportunities for Youth grant. Acc- 
ording to the Time report, they found 
'that after stopping every three or 
five mxles and monitoring a quarter 
mile stretch, they would be able to 
furnish a house". The team found 
New Brunswick to be the dirtiest 
province with 5,727 pieces of litter 
per mile and Quebec second with 
5,265. Ontario and Manitoba had 
4,80b and 3,572 pieces per mile and 
clean P.E.I, had only 2,764. 
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The Senate's latest decxsxon concer- 
' ning the proposed changes in Laurentian 
University's academic structure was the 
source of countless false rumours, fears 
and obvious discontent, among both facul- 
ty members and the general student body. 

In their meeting of November 21 , Se- 
nate supported a motion stating, "That 
there be established two faculties. Arts 
and Sciences, each headed by a dean, who 
is to be integrally bilingual." 

According to various sources, the 
reasons for this change vary. 

One is that due to the small site of 
Laurentian University, it was felt that 
with the present structure, having four 

faculties within the system, was both ex- 
pensive and too large for the size of the 
University. 

Another reason lies within the divi- 
sion of the pro-schools* It was felt, a- 
mong the various pro-schools that there 
existed certain differences, for examples, 
the School of Engineering have nothing in 
common with the School of Physical Educa- 
tion, and yet, both the directors of these 
pro-schools answer to the same associate 
dean, presently, Dob Rogers. 

Although these are only two possible 
reasons for the proposed changes to Lau- 
rentian' s academic structure, it is quite 
clear that a change is needed and this 
change lies in the near future* 

A third motion which was presented 
at the meeting, stating that the profes- 
sional schools be responsible to the 
vice-president of the academic system, 
was defeated. 

The motion read, "That the following 
schools be responsible to the vice-presi- 
dent (academic) for the academic affairs 
of their respective schools and report to 
this offico." 

The schools in question are: the 

School of Commerce and Administration , 
School of Dnginocrlng , School of Social 

Work, School of Nursing, School of Trans- 
lators and Interpreters, School of Physi~ 
cal Education and L'ccole des Sciences de 
L* education. 

During the voting, the order of the 
ti&tions were changed, consequently, this 
latter motion which was defeated, lett 

the pro-schools responsible to no spe- 
cific faculty 

According to Neil MacDonald , Presi- 
dent of the Student's General Association 
(SGA) , "the Academic Council divisions of 
the pro-schools have formed an ad-hoc 
committee comprised of seven directors 
and two students of the Academic Council 
who have seen President Monahan and will 
petition both Dr. Monahan and the Senate 
asking for the reconsideration of item 
three/* the pro-schools and to whom they 
will be responsible. 

There are two major rumours circula- 
ting campus this week and they arc that,

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the pro-schools have become departments 
responsible to either the Faculty of Arts 
or the Faculty of Science and that the 
degrees received upon the completion of 
a course would read, for example, "Bache- 
lor of Arts , concentrating in Social Work 
rather than Bachelor of Social Work, or, 
Bachelor of Science, concentrating in 
Nursing, rather than Bachelor of Nursing." 

This according to most students, 
would impair the value of the degree, 
most important in the line of "job hun- 
ting. " L 

In answer to these rumours, accor- 
ding to Neil Mac Do m Id and the Senate, 
the final changes or decisions, will 
not come in effect until July 1st, 1975. 
Therefore, the pro-schools have not yet 
been officially integrated within any 
specific faculty.' 

"As for the titles of these degrees," 
Mr. MacDonald assured Lambda, "there 
will be no such changes, a Bachelor 
of Social Work will remain a Bachelor 
of Social Work degree." 

Both President Monahan and Mr. Ken 
Loucks, Director of the School of Com- 
merce and Administration, feel that 
"the issue will most likely have to be 
brought back to Senate for reconsidera- 
tion." 

One of the main reasons why this 
third motion was defeated, according to 
Mr. MacDonald, was because the Senate 
felt that while they were trying to do 
away with the present system of having 
four unequal size groups responsible to 
the vice-president of the academic sys- 
tem, it would be unwise to form two lar- ■ 
ge groups, (the faculties or Arts and Hu- 
manities) and seven smaller groups, (pro- 
schools) responsible to the same vice- 
president. 

This would be the final result, IF, 
the directors of the professional schools 
were given the ?ame status as the faculty 
Deans, as wax proposed in this third mo- 
tion. 

The solution to this problem remains 
to be found *nd the Senate will be stu- 
dying all ti:e possible alternatives. 

As can bo seen in Figure I, at 
present, all the departments are res- 
ponsible to a specific associate dean, 
who in turn is responsible to the vice- 
president of the Academic system, within 
the university. 

The proposed change is that there be 
only two faculties responsible to the 
vice-president , the Faculty of Arts and 
the Faculty of Science. 

As yet, it has not been decided as 
tr> which section of the scale the pro- 
schools will be responsible to. 

Another argument which has been 
voiced, concerns the amalgamation of 
the Social Sciences and the Humanities, 
forming the Faculty of Arts. 

(sec Fig. Ill) 

According to Richard Wilson, Vice- 
President of the SGA, "The Social Sci** 
ces sec themselves as having a common 
direction different: from that of the 
Humanities." 

Another decision which received %n 
affirmative vote from the Senate, wsts, 
the placing of a full-time vice-presi- 
dent for the academic division, as of 
July 1st, 1975. 

Until this date, the present vice- 
president. Father Larouchc, will conti- 
nue his post on a part-time basis. 

Accordinq to reliable sources, the 
complete issue concerning these chan-> 
ges in the university's academic struc- 
ture may again be reconsidered by the 
Senate. 
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More money ?

"We may end up restricting enrollment 
in the growing schools/' said President 
Monahan last week. 

On November 18th, James Auld, the Onta- 
rio Minister of Colleges and Universi- 
ties, announced that he was increasing 
the total provincial support to Univer- 

txon tees held constant, the overall 

increase to the universities would be 
about 15%* 

The universities stated they have 
had a substantial enrollment increase,

It was 
characterized by continued restrict- 
ions in non-salary budgets For the 
fourth consecutive year: reductions in 
student services, restrictions in lib- 
rary book purchases, shortages in sup- 
plies, and continued deterioration of 

uipment and machinery. 

President Monahan stated that the 

amount of money available just isn't 

enough to meet the universities expect-* 

ed costs. And on top of that, he said, 

"the university cannot afford to make 
any more cuts".

ment has increased university funding 
by a rate considerably below the in- 
crease in price index. 
The President pointed out that for the 
first time in several years the govern- 
ment has established a total sum avail- 
able to all the universities. It said 
that it would obtain advice from the 
universities on how the amount would be 
distributed . He felt that the distri-

There is also considerable pressure 
to reduce or eliminate the remaining 
student services, such as Counselling 
Services, Health Services, student travel 
budgets, and student assistance budgets. 

The continuing development of the 
bilingualism program here is threatened. 
The number of Francophone courses offer- 
ed will certainly not increase and pro- 
bably will decrease.
